Still undertrained and inadequately equipped is the U. S. Army today, 


despite the greal strides it has made. 


Because interventionist editorials are quoted in England to the exclusion 


of nearly every other sort, it would be a distinct shock to most Britishers to 
read various isolationist American newspapers. 


Large groups of native-born Americans arc still suspicious of Englanc 


and her motives because they still remember the false stories and the ill 
feeling between' both nations which followed 1918. 


An Amrican first nighl is an unreal and flat experience. Nothing excites 


because the grip of war is still too firm. It all seems like mockery, fun- 
having in the American fashion, "unlil gradually one"learns to relax. 


It will be two years or more before ships in the quantities now desired 


by Britain are moving down American shipways. 


A common passport and citizenship would not be accepted by the rank 


and file of Americans anymore than it would by the ordinary Englishman. 


Only in Washington, D. C., was there anything resembling the dynamic, 


but unfortunately this was mixed with a large slice of confusion. In Los 
Angeles, Cleveland, Philadelphia, New York, the cities I visited recently, the 
tempo outside actual defense factories was low. 


31 Men Killed 
in Mysterious 
Ship Explosions 


Casualties Feared 
High as Three 
New Destroyers 
Sink 


STOCKHOLM — (/P)— Three Swed-^ 


ish destroyers blew up and sank Wed- 
nesday while at anchor in an east 
coast Swedish, port and first 
re- 


ports said 31 men were killed. 


Casualties were feared to be high 


but full extent of the disaster was 
not known because of flaming oil 
which hampered desperate rescuers. 


(An unidentified transport was re- 


ported in a DNB broadcast late Wed- 
nesday also to have been lost "de- 
spite heroic efforts." The German news ' 
agency said the 1,500 ton Swedish mine 
layer 
Klas Fleming 
was 
heavily 


damaged when mines aboard her ex- 
ploded. 


The destroyer Goteborg on which 


the first blast occured split the ves- 
sel into and sank it instantly. 


So fierce were the explosion, the 


broadcast said, that soldiers on near- 
by Maergarns had to take refuge in 
air raid shelters. 


Dispatches from Stockholm 
said 


the boiler aboard the ship caused 
the disaster. This would indicate that 
amunition may have been set off 
and hit on other ships.)

Russia Reports 
New Successes 


Claim More Than 
10,000 Nazis Killed 
Near Smolensk 


By the Associated Press 
Russian armies reported Wednesday 


a smashing counter offensive on the 
central front 30 miles northeast of 
Smolensk in which the Germans were 
hurled back westward witli 10,000 kil- 
led and wounded after an eight day 
battle. 


The Red army newspaper, Red Star, 


said fighting raged around Yartse- 
vo on the main highway between 
Smolensk and Moscow. 
Other dis- 


palches said Russians were still pres- 
sing the attack and were now in a 
position to invest Smolensk. 


Soviet reports also declared that 


Red army troops defending the Len- 
ingrad had recaptured a vital strate^ 
gic crossroad village thus wrecking 
Germans plans for n new thrust a- 
gainst Leningrad itself. 


Lying 230 miles west of Moscow, 


Smolensk was captured by the Ger- 
mans more than 6 weeks ago in the 
first drive toward the Russian cap* 
Hal. 


While the Russians claimed stag- 


gering defeat for the Germans Adolf 
Hitler's high command said the Nazi 
offensive was "developing inlo opera- 
tions of the greatest extent." 


Beyond this general statement the 


high command gave no details but 
military dispatches said the German 
columns were 
slashing 
eastwards 


across the steppes of the Dnieper ri- 
ver threatening Donets industrial SCCT 
lion. 


Advices reaching London said Hit- 


ler's forces, baulked for the moment 
by Leningrad's stone wall 
defense, 


were striking toward the town of Bo- 
logoe, midway along the 400 mile rail 
line between Moscow and Leningrad. 


If successful, the reports said, the 


Germans would seriously hamper the 
movement of supplies to the Red

.0. There are only a few vegetable 
crops that can be planted at this 
ate date and still mature before the 
'irst killing freeze occurs. Afer this 
week only turnips, lettuce, radishes 
spinach may be planted for fall use, 
out if plantings are made this week 
gardeners might still expect to mature 
beets, carrots, kohlrabbi and mustard. 
If a gardener has cabbage and Chin- 
ese cabbage all ready to transplant 
to the garden there is still time to 
mature these wo crops but time is 
too limited to grow these two from 
seed and have them matured before 
killing frost. With prospective higher 
prices for canned goods as result of 
greater consumers buying power the 
farm family will need to produce at 
home every bit of food that is pos- 
sible in order to make their income 
go equally as far in comparison with 
last year. 


FDR Was Still 
Boy to Mother 


Three Time 
President Had 
Remarkable Mother 


WASHINGTON — When the ncsvs 


of the death of Mrs. Sara Delano 
Roosevelt reached Washington the re- 
mark most often heard was that she 
was the most remarkable mother any 
President ever had. 


Although never in the foreground 


.xcept at a benefit for some charily, 
such as the Warm Springs Founda- 
.ion, Mrs. Roosevelt senior was a 
legend in Washington. From an in- 
timate of the family, here are three 
stories which illustrate traits which 
made her remarkable: 


Her resistance to weather and her! 


indomitable will wore two character- 
istics which many believe she passed 
on to her son and which made it pos- 
sible for him to rise above illness 
to now nearly nine strenuous years 
of almost perfect health in the White 
House. 


On a bitterly cold morning in Jan- 


uary 1931 Mr. Roosevelt was pre- 
paring to leave the Governor's man- 
sion in Albany for New York City. 
The entourage was already in cars 
when Mrs. Roosevelt senior entered 
a front room. 


"Where's Franklin?" she demand- 


ed. "I must talk to him." 


A friend explained that he already 


was in his car. Mrs. Roosevelt hur- 
ried to the window, thumped the 
pane, signalled for the cars to wait 
and rushed out into the freezing 
weather without hat or coat. In a few 
moments Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt en- 
tered the room, saw her mother-in- 
law standing in the cold and hur- 
ried to get her coat. The friend of- 
fered to take it out. Mrs. Roosevelt 
explained "She would never put it 
on for you." 


She hurried out with it, but the
